London, July 19.— Charles B. Pray, 
of Flint, Mich., who reached Uindon 
after eseaiiinK from a Oerman concen- 
tration camp in which he had been 
held since October, submitted today to 
Robert 1'. Skinner, American Consul 
General, an alllduvit describing bis ex- 
periences. Mr. Skinner forwarded the 
affidavit to tho SUte D|»partment at 
Washington. 

Mr. Pray was in Germany, install- 
ng self-starters on automobiles, when 
the war begaau GennaB officers vla- 
lled his rooms and declared him to be 
an Englishman. notwithslandinK the 
fact, he says, that he exhibited a paws- 
port and a birth certificate. He was 
sent to the concentration camp at 
Mauenfeldt, and while there made un- 
successful efforts to communicate 
with the American consulate. Thence 
he was transferred to Wuerttemburg. 

Mr. Pray asserts that while in 
Wuerttemburg ' he was compelled to 
perform hard labor, after having re- 
fused to work on military automobiles. 

He made his escape from the con- 
centration camp Ob May 11, and walk- 
ed across Praaeo. He took ship to 
Avonmouth, whence ho walked to Lon- 
don, earning enough money on tlie 
way to obtain food by doing odd Jobs: 
He was destitute and emaelated when 
he reached here. 

Ihe American Relief Committee of- 
fered to pay Mr. Pray's way home, but 
he says he can oUain work here and 
prefers to pay his own expenses.

The Invention, or more properly thi 
discovery of lithography claims a high 
rank among those of the present age 

on arrount of its extenaive uaefulnesB 
The honor of the Invention lu'longa to 
Alois Sennefeldcr, originally a per 
«f former at the Theater Royal of Mu 
nich. He had conceived the Idea of 
(•tcliihK on stone inalead of on copper, 
and was proceeding to make the ex- 
periment, when an aeet4«nta1 discov- 
ery t^ave a more beneficial turn to hln 
^^|le(•^llationH. This was the discovery 
>>r the lithographic art. 

Scnnefelder had Just succeeded, In 
his little laboratory, in polishing a 
Btone plate which he Intended to cover 
with etching ground, when his mother 
entered the room and desired him to 

white her a bill for the washer woiiiaii, 
who was waitiug (or the linen. He 
happened not to have eran the amall- 
est slip of paper at hand, as his stock 
bad been entirely exhausted by tak- 
ing proof impressions from the stones; 
nor was there even a 4rop of Ink 
in the inkatand. Aa the matter would 
not admit of dalay. and he bad no- 
body In the houae to aaad for a supply 
of the deficient materials, he resolved 
to write the list with his Ink prepared 
of wax, soap and lamp-black, on the 
Btone which he had Just polished, and 
from which he could copy It at leis- 
ure. 

A short time nfterwanl.s, mh he at- 
tempted to wipe the writing from the 
Stone, the Idea came ui>on him sudden- 
ly to try what would be the effect of 
such a writing with his prepared Ink, 
if he were to bite li on the stone with 
aqua fortia; and whether, perhaps, it 
might not be possible to apply print- 
iiiK ink lo it ill Ilie same way as tu 
»oud engruviugs, and to make iuiprua- 
Bluns from It. 

Sennefeldcr surrounded the atone 
with a border of wax. and applied 
aqua fortis, by which In % tew min- 
utes the writing was ralaad. Printing 
ink was then applied with a common 

(illnter'H ball, iiiiinesslons were talfii 
off, and the priicllcabUHy of the ini- 
portant art of Uthography thna was 
fully established. 

The first application of the art to 
purposes of usefulness unconnected 
with the fine jtru, waa made by the 
Duke of Wellington In the Peninsular 
War for the purpune of lapidly mul- 
tiplying copies o( general orders. In- 
structions, etc., and( acoompanying 
them with Bketches of positions. 

Wlieu Sennefeder discovered litho- 
graphy he^new he had hit upon a 
Kreat Invention, but even now he was 
not permitted to turn It to Immediate 
account. Ho would roQuIre a press, 
a^d a stock of paper, Ink, stones, etc.. 
and he waa withovt money. In his 

ililemnja lie offercil to enlist lU the 
uruiy as a substitute (or a friend who 
promlaed him a premium of 20U flor- 
ina; and with this object he wont with 
a party of recruits to Ingolstadt, but 
be waa rejected because be was not 
u native of Bavaria. A musician nam- 
ed Olaiseman came to hia aid «t this 
juncture and toselhir they lagued 
Boute pieces of music, in 1798, these 
being th« first lltkofraphle printa aa- 
labllshed. 

Then the elector, Charles Theodore, 
sent them a present of luo tloriiiK, ami 
the Aoa40ray of Science made him the 
munlfleent grant of twelve florlna, 
with an Intimation that, since, accord- 
ing to his own statement, the expeuse 
of the press d(4 not a«oaa4 alx fiorlai. 
it was hoped thgt a eompensatlon of 
double that amount would satisfy his 
expectations." 

Much time waa spent upon new 
|)re8ses, and so many failures raault«1 
that Sennefelder'S Invention came to 
be regar<lo<l In many quarters with 
disfavor. But he was not dlMouraged. 
ll.> perBcvered all the mora l^d at la«< 
overcame his ditllculltea, ' 

He successively Invented the ink, 
chalk, etching, tranater a^d wooa-cut 
processes; Introduced Itfhographt In 
colors, ami many other Improveinciits 
in the art of his luveutlou. )ie uow 
reaped reward of hla >isannlty. and 
maile money. A roylgl lithographic 
establiuhnient wan formed, and he waa 
appointed to Its superluleiuleuce with 
u salary of 160U florlna. with liberty 
to carry on his private Miterprise at 
the same tiuie. 

For the rest of hie life Seuueteldar 
waa in oorofel-uble alroMMtanoea: 
and in 1819 he pubitahed a complete 
disiourBe of all the secrets of the va- 
rious llthograplilc procosaoB, esteem- 
ing hlmseUf happy in seeing durinc 
bis llfetlm^'^ value of his Invention' 
HO universally apiucclateil lie dlod 
in Munich on the twuuty-»l»th of heb- 
ruary, |I84,

The looal oflksara arrlred In thla 

elty from Vanceburg Tuesday morn- 
ing on C. & O. train No. 17 with 
(irant Howard, tha negra who eteaped 
in the shooting fray between Ofllcer 
Dudley DloonihufC. Jerry I^wia, of 
AuKuata, Ga., and himself. In which 
Lewis was shot and later died from 
hia wounda Howard wat captured 
at Vanceburg by a posse ot cltisent 
headed by Sheriff W. T. Btona aad 
Deputies Jamea Lee and A. J. Itay- 
born. He got off the train at Vance- 
burg where he met a crowd of cit- 
izens and becoming frightened at the 
Bise of the orowd he ttarted to. run. 
The poaae thinking that he wat try- 
ing to net away fired severnl BhotB at 
him and he ran into cover in a swamp 
where he waa later iailBd. Ra bad 

the 44-(allber pistol which was taken 
from the I<ewl« negro, and while he 
did not have the 38 with which he 
abot at Ofllcer Bloomhufl. the gun 
was found In the bushes later by the 
Vanceburg police with six chainberB 
loaded, which showed that Howard 
was not golnv to be eaught unprepar- 
ed rhli>f of Police James Maekey 
and Special Agent Stewart of the C. 
tt O. arrived at Vanceburg and taking 
charge of the prisoner returned with 
him to this city Tuesday morning 
where iliey jilaced him In Jail. When 
seen by a representative of The Led- 
ger, Howard said his aaraa was not 

nraxlon as given by the dead negro 
and told the following: "1.k;wI8 and I 
worked at Mulberry, Ohio, on the new 
road they are building there. Work 
became slack and a man I knew said 
he could give n>c a Job at Vancclmrg 
If I got there. I told I.iewia and we 
started for the plaoe. While oomlag 
'oa tha trali tram Olaefnaatl ta this 



place Lewis told me if I did not do 
aa he told me to he would kill me 
anil tliiR Reared me as I knew he was 
a bail ril^^er, and alwaya carried a 
gun on liiiii. I had iny gun too but 
had tt only aa I was leaving Mulberry 
and did not want to leave It there. 

When \vc jrot to ^fllyHvllle we got off 
the train and 1 sat down beaides the 
track. A policeman came along and 
said something to us and Lewis an- 
swered back to him and then started 
away shooting as he went. I did not 
ahoot Ull I thought that If I did not 
Lewis Would earry out his threat to 
kill me. 1 fired two shots at the po- 
liceman and Btarted to run, aeeing 
Lewla Ha down I said to falm. 'Are you 
hurt pal," and ho answered he was 
Bhot all over. I then asked him If I 
should take the gun he had and he 
said, 'Yea, as I can't go no farther. 
Good-bye Bo.' then I ran to the front 
of the train and went on up the road 
to Vanceburg where they got me. 
1'hls It the artt time I was oTor in 
Jnll." fToward'a story Is rather flimsy 
in places and no doubt he is also a 
bad character. 
He will be given trial in a tew days.
